For the beltefit of (be uninitiated, con- 
templating a similar excursion, it will not 
be amiss perhaps to mention some of the 
articles nocp»*ary to the outfit for a Lake 
Superior bateau royege. A good tent 
larg/! enough to comfortably hold the parly; 
the boatmen provide their own, or else turn 
up the boat on shore which makes a capi- 
tal shelter. Cotton 1 think is preferable to 
canvass, being quite strong enough, and 
less heavy to carry in the boat, a great con- 
sideration, if there is much pulling to he 
done. An oil cloth or tarpaulin to lay on 
the grass or boughs (which are more orlesi 
damp in nil weather,) inside the tent is n 
sinf. ijwt nott, besides it affords excellent 
protection to the cargo in rainy weather. —

A roaring fire soon bloncd. Our clothes 
were hung on a pole before it to dry. Our 
supper quickl) despatched, and, snug in our 
tent, we become jolly, which, as Mark Top- 
Icy would >,sy, was creditable under the cir- 
cumstances. Wc dropped to tlceu nmid 
the noise of the storm surrounding our Islet, 
os easily as if we were luxuriously couched 
in a palace.

Next morning on awakening wc found 
tho florin bad abated, though the rain stilt 
continued.

The black volume of water ere it 
reaches ito drat basin is dashed into white 
foam. It lingers but an instant, rushes over 
the rock, then down the third, the fourth, 
then subsides into its original darkness and 
flowa swiftly and silently underneath us 

through the jjorge, black as Acheron. The 
light of dapr is nearly shut out by the rocky 
walls on either side, before us nil is foam 
and grandeur. The fall is not a \^ry large 
one, but surpasses all I have seen, in mag- 
nificence. J'hc forest around is wild arid 
itup.iv. a hlc, indeed many of the trees actu- 
ally grow out of the roek* on the river's edge. 
A few sharp flashes of lighting quickly fol- 
lowed by peals of thunder warned us to re- 
turn. The men let go. Away we shot 
through the defile, down the rapid below, 
into the onc» river and soon reached our 
lent. Wc found that in great danger of 
betpg lifted up into the air and carried by 
the wind into the lake.

over tho gunwal. Wc were in ibo utmost 
peril. Getting nil together in the atern. and 
pulling with' oil strength, she Mosvl/tlfd Dft* 
the rock and rapidly drifted stern foremost. 
Jjushing to our places, wc endeavored to 
right her, but she turned around first bead, 
•Yd tjijn stern foremost. , "JrVo nit figh'tnt 
lasi/and rapidly approach a very vortex *of 
foam, The men paddle as if for life and 
death to keep off— for we ^behold a signal 
placed fo^warn voyaj-crs of. uWcr — we 
strike again, bnt tliis time the .jdiock is for 
our benefit, it sends us farlbcr away from 
the Charybdis which threatened us, Wc 
plunge down into the surge. After a brief 
smuggle, io which the boat quivers like a 
leaf, wc mount the ertat in front, and 
shoot over it. We arc cafe ! A row of a 
mile nrougbt us to Pimm's Hotel which 
never looked more comfortable than it did 
on this blessed night. 

After a good supper, and smoke — we be- 
took ourselves to a real christian bed, and 
were soon asleep. Our narrovr escape in 
the tapids was the theme of conversation 
at breakfast next day. The descent of the

Vilnius small Mackinaw boat, i.

ding two fine strapping 'Anglo-Franco 
Indian boatmen, who were delighted at the 
prospect of such a cruise, we commenced 
our voyage. .Sending the boat up the rap- 
ids with the men wc walked across thepor- 
the miserable hove I of an Inn, at tlicyxw- lage, stopping at the Hudson* Hay Com- 
pany's store to buy blanket coa(sand other 
warm clothing with which to face the cold, 
for we found we had miscalculated the stat* 
of the atmosphere in this region. A short 
walk brought us to the other, or Lake Su- 
perior fide, of (he portage, when sve sat 
dosvnand enjoyed a smoke, shot pigeons— or 
ate strawberries provided us by a hospita- 
ble wpjast, whilst the boatmen »ere ac- 
complishing their tedious task. About 
one or two o'clock (hey hailed us, we got 
aboard and embarked. Above the Sault, 
Lake -Superior narrows into a liver, like lake 
Huron below. The lake itself is not seen 
until "f,7rts Qepf* a frowning bluff, (of 
(jrcen porphyry, I believe,) is rounded. A 
favourable breeze was blowing, so we hoi*-

A fitful gleam of lite moon 
gling through dark clouds portentous of a 
wet morrow, would occasionally exhibit (he 
steamer KalisJah, lying in stately repose 
at her wharf, beautiful amid the wild scenery 
of Sturgeon Hay.. Wc struck a bargain 
with the steward, and* secured a comfortable 
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berth on board. After a jolly smoke on 
deck, our eyes svandering about the savoga 
scenery around us, while sve <lticus-.cd 
things in general, ue all turned in, sleeping 
soundly until (he jarring of the engine 
asroke us next morning ploughing up the 
remarkably transparent waters of Lake 
Huron. Wc (out bed at Per.etfinguisheiie, 
so called from the promontory of " falling 
sand" not far distant. r £ka entrance to 
the harbor is s'Cry pretty. I think it a 
thousand pities that (his place has not been 
selected for the termmuk i.l tbu Xortheiu 
Itailroad, it is the best military station on 
the lake, the harbor is a magnificent one, 
and the town appears well postulated. The 
barracks ivere empty. It is -i sad sight to 
see such /me stone buildings erected at so 
much cost, now going lo decay. We 
touched at Owen .Sound which also has a 
fme harbor, and will J doubt not yet be the 
rival of Colling wood. Taking with us the 
Engineer to ensure our not being left, we 
went lo have a look at (he towu, which is 
aituated between IffO bills, on a sort of a 
plain (list might have been formerly (he bed 
of an aim of the lake. A substantial court 
house aud jail are prominent objects, alto- 
gether il appeared to be a place of some 
importance. We returned and continued 
our voyage, touching at divers places with 
unpronounceable names. Oneofthe.se, or 
Manitoulin Island, was a picturesque -sight, 
& neck of land jutting into the lake iras 
covered with tents aud wigwams of all 
sizes and descriptions, canoes lined the 
shore, some turned up, some launched ready 
(or use. Here aud there were congregated 
troupes of Indians', their wild costume, va- 
rying after the manner of the tastes ol the 
■ wearers. Government distributes mtstuta 
here every year to (be Indians. They bad 
now assembled from all part* of Hritith 
North America to receive them. l»>«m 
Lake Superior, from the Lake of the woods 
from the far north, where, except the em- 
ployees of (he Hudson* Hay Company, or 
travellers like the lamented Sir John Frank- 
lin, white* arc seldom seen, The Union- 
toJi was a wonderful piece of mecbanls/n 
for these people to behold, old warriors 
came down to the shore to gaze at her — 
old uanjori »)to bad perhaps scalped their 
yictjm* long 'ere itciin power bad been 
dreamt of— inetk U"4 women tijuatted ou 
ou their htuoches and modestly si*- wed us 
st a distance, v»bil< all smiled welcome in 
the same maimer as their ancestors had 
done many years ago upou the firat intruding 
white man.

We fouud an 
Indian and his family occupying the same 
harbor, his canoe hauled up on shore. The 
men soou pitched our teot, kindled a fire, 
and wc cooked our supper, purchasing 
therefor some splendid fish which our friend 
the Indiau bad just caught.

met a few strangling Indians iu their canoes, 
past the pretty Indian Village of Marnainse. 
The day which had been WC| until now, be- 
came fine ; \te wcnl ashore to explore lire 
rocks and small caverns abounding here. 
And os we rowed OTCT the calm surface of 
the lake had the opportunity of admiring the 
long veins of quartz which run out under 
(he water to a great distance, branching out 
like a rivulet of silver with numberless trib- 
utaries. We could plainly sec the bottom 
many fathoms deep.
